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PREFACE 

TO  THE  FIRST  EDITION, 


Xhe  legislative  powers  in  every  state,  extensive  in  its  do- 
minions, or  influenced  by  commercial  connections,  have 
found  it  necessary  to  establish  various  laws,  for  the  pre- 
servation of  order  amongst  the  community,  and  for  the  pro- 
tection and  encouragement  of  trade;  but  it  is  an  advantage 
peculiar  to  this  country,  that  the  laws  relative  to  the  rights, 
liberties,  property,  and  commerce,  of  the  subjects,  do  not 
owe  their  creation,  or  continuance,  to  despotic  power :  the 
wisdom  of  our  ancestors  has  established  every  precaution 
that  can  possibly  tend  to  prevent  the  errors  and  perplexities 
which  might  originate  from  too  precipitate  a  determination 
on  the  propriety  of  forming  new  laws,  abrogating  old  ones, 
or  innovating  on  such  as  have  been  found  salutary;  for  no 
act  can  pass  into  a  law,  or  be  amended,  suspended,  dis- 
pensed with,  or  repealed,  until  it  hath  been  maturely  con- 
sidered, and  received  the  concurrent  assent  of  the  three 
great  legislative  bodies,  the  King,  Lords,  and  Commons. 

But,  from  the  imperceptible  operation  of  time  upon  men 
and   manners,    a   necessity    for    various    alterations    must 
arise,  and  the  wholesome  regulations  of  our  forefathers  be 
come  obsolete,  and  apparently  absurd,  in  many  instances. 

The  present  state  of  our  statute  law,  exemplies  the  truth 
of  this,  and  marks  the  progressive  refinement  and  variation 
of  succeeding  ages,  in  respect  to  matters  of  legislation,  in 
the  most  forcible  manner ;  for  it  requires  more  than  ordinary 
discrimination  to  judge  with  precision  on  the  forpe  and  ex- 
istence of  a  multiplicity  of  acts,  the  subject-matter  whereof 
lelates  either  to  legal  titles  now  neglected  or  extinct,  or  to 
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provisions,  which  must  stand  virtually,  though  not  expressly 
repealed,  from  the  numerous  regulations  which  have  been 
subsequently  made,  either  by  re-enacting  the  old  acts,  or 
incorporating  the  clauses  thereof  in  acts  of  a  more  modern 
period,  without  noticing  the  laws  existing  with  similar  effect 
on  the  same  subject. 

To  obviate  the  difficulties  arising  from  the  present  crude 
and  indigested  state  of  this  extensive  code  of  positive  laws, 
and  to  facilitate  the  attainment  of  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  public  acts  of  parliament  now  in  force,  is  the  intention 
of  the  following  work.  And  as  no  man,  let  his  rank,  em- 
ployment, or  situation  in  life,  be  ever  so  elevated,  conse- 
quential, or  insignificant,  can  affirm  that  he  is  in  no  degree 
affected  by  the  directions  or  restrictions  of  the  legislature, 
or  alledge  in  extenuation  of  any  non-observance,  or  in- 
fringement of  the  law,  an  ignorance  of  the  act  against 
which  he  has  offended,  it  materially  concerns  him  to  acquire 
that  knowledge  which  will  preserve  and  protect  him  from 
the  many  perplexities  to  which  he  is  exposed,  and  may  in- 
advertently be  involved  in,  from  a  deficiency  in  this  point 
of  le2:al  knowledsre. 

The  mode  which  the  Editor  has  observed,  in  digesting 
the  substance  of  the  statutes,  is  that  of  alphabetical  order, 
whereby  the  whole  law,  on  any  specific  subject,  is  collected 
and  placed  in  one  point  of  view.  But  as  some  heads  include 
a  variety  of  acts,  upon  different  subjects,  it  has  been  deemed 
expedient,  in  several  instances,  to  form  the  genera!  title 
into  proper  parts  and  subdivisions  ;— the  laws  relating  to  the 
duties  of  excise  and  stamps,  and  the  police  of  the  city  of 
LondoHj  are  examples  of  the  Editor's  mode  of  arrangement 
m  this  respect. 

From  the  titles  being  disposed  in  this  order,  an  index 
may  to  some  persons  appear  unnecessary ;  but  as  several 
acts,  which  are  abridged  under  one  title,  may  have  allusion 
or  bear  reference  to  a  subject  foreign  to  that  under  im- 
mediate notice,  the  Editor  has  subjoined  a  very  accurate 
Atid  complete  table  of  reference  to  the  whole  work ;  so  that 
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if  a  particular  act  cannot  be  found  in  the  body  of  tbe  work, 
under  tbe  title  ^vhere  it  is  sought  for,  the  reader  may,  by 
referring  to  the  index,  be  immediately  satisfied  in  what  part 
of  the  book  and  under  what  title  it  is  placed. 

Every  public-  a;Ct  of  parliament,  not  totally  obsolete,  it 
noticed  under  the  proper  head,  and  the  substance  and  effect 
of  the  most  material  clauses  carefully  collected  and  pre- 
served :  but  when  the  Editor  mentions  that  he  has  attended 
to  every  pubUc  act,  he  desires  it  to  be  understood,  that  he 
has  confined  himself  to  such  acts  only  as  are  of  general  im> 
portance  and  concern  ;  those  which,  from  their  local  or 
personal  application,  are  not  so,  though  directed  by  the  le- 
gislature to  be  deemed  public,  are  omitted. 

The  Editor  having  now  explained  the  nature  of  the  work, 
it  remains  with  the  public  to  determine,  whether  his  efforts, 
in  the  execution  of  this  design,  have  been  successful  or  n<4t. 
And  if  any  errors,  which  he  has  studiously  endeavoured  to 
avoid,  shall  appear  to  have  intruded  themselves,  he  relies 
upon  the  cai\dour  of  an  impartial  public,  to  make  all  due  al- 
lowances in  respect  thereof ;  and  when  t\ie  present  volurninous 
state  of  the  statutes  is  well  considered,  he  trusts  that  the 
reducing  the  substance  and  effect  of  the  whole  into  one 
moderate  sized  octavo  volume,  will  afford  some  excuse  for 
any  in volqntary^  inaccuracy.

His  majesty  may  appoint  five  commissioners  for  auditing  the 
public  accounts,  who  are  to  be  sworn,  and  the  treasury  are  to  ap- 
point officers  for  preparing  public  accounts,  and  shall  allow  tliem 
salaries  not  exceeding  60001.  per  ami.  in  the  whole.

Commissioners  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  powers  of  the  auditors;

54.  where  public  accountants  die,  or  go  out 
of  office  indebted  to  his  majesty  500/.  or  upwards,  the  proper  officer 
shall  compute  interest  at  5/.  per  cent,  on  the  balance,  and  give 
the  party  or  his  representative  notice  of  the  amount  of  both ;  but 
parties  thinking  themselves  aggrieved  by  charge  of  interest,  may 
within  six  months  apply  to  the  court  of  exchequer ;  but  ^10  such  pro- 
ceeding shall  prevent  the  recovery  of  the  balances  cjiclusive  of  in- 
terest,    s.

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,  If  the, party  does  not  apply,  or  the  charge  for  Interest  be  allovyed 
i)y  the  court,  interest  upon  the  interest  shall  be  charged  for  the  inter- 
mediate period,     s.

The  aggregate  amount  of  the  original  balance  and  of  the  interests 
shall  bear  interest  at  5/.  per  cent,  till  paid,  and  if  the  balance  has  been 
paid,  the  aggregate  of  the  interest  and  of  the  further  interest  shall 
bear  interest,     s.

The  treasury  shall  cause  to  be  laid  before  parliament,  within  four- 
teen days  after  the  commencement  of  every  session,  a  list  of  public 
accountants,  in  respect  of  whom  the  execution  of  any  process  hath 
been  controuled,  suspended,  or  prevented  by  authority  of  his  ma" 
jesty  within  the  preceding  year.     s.  l6. 

By  41  Geo.  3.  c.  22.  his  majesty  may  appoint  five  commissioners 
for  examining  the  accounts  of  commissioners  and  others  employed 
in  the  West  Indies,  and  in  foreign  service,  and  making  reports 
known  to  the  commissioners  for  auditing  the  public  accounts,     s,  1. 

The  treasury  may  appoint  officers  and  clerks  to  assist  the  commis- 
liioners,  and  allow  them  salaries,     s.  2. 

The  commissioners  may  call  before  them  all  persons  concerned  iu 
the  expenditure  of  public  monies,  or  in  furnishing  stores,     s.  3. 

Persons  refusing  to  appear,  or  to  produce  accounts,  or  answer  ques- 
tions, may  be  committed  for  the  contempt  until  they  submit.     *.  4. 

The  commissioners  may  take  the  examinations  on  oath,  and  per- 
sons giving  false  evidence  to  be  punished  as  for  perjury,     s.  5. 

The  act  shall  not  atfect  the  powers  of  tiie  commissioners  for  au- 
diting public  accounts,  who  may  j)roceed  on  any  report  of  the  com- 
missioners under  this  act,  as  if  the  investigation  had  been  made  in 
Uiis  kingdom  under  25  Geo.  3.  c.  52.     s.  6. 

By  42  Geo.  3.  c.  70.  the  declarations  of  receipts  and  issues  at  the 
exchequer,  made  at  Easter  and  Michaelmas,  were  abolished ;  as  also 
the  usage  of  making  engrossed  copies  of  the  daily  records  of  such 
receipts  and  issues,     s.  2,  3. 

And  the  treasury  shall  annually  cause  accounts  of  the  revenues, 
expenditure,  debt,  and  charges  of  Gnat  Britain,  to  be  made  up  to 
Jan.  5,  and  laid  beibre  parliament  on  or  before  the  25th  of  March, 
yearly.     *.  4. 

By  45  Geo.  3.  c  55.  the  period  within  which  accounts  of  money 
issued  to  subaccountants  may  be  transmitted  according  to  25  Geo.  3. 
t.  52.  s.  17,  18,  to  the  auditor's  office,  is  enlarged  to  twelve  months 
after  31st  Dec.  yearly  J  and  the  auditor's  office  shall  take  such  ac- 
counts into  consideration  within  six  months. 

By  45  Geo.  3.  c.  91.  his  majesty  may  appoint  three  commission- 
ers as  an  additional  board  for  examining  and  auditing  public  ex- 
traordinari/  accounts,  to  whom  the  powers  of  the  commissioners  of 
public  accounts,  under  25  Geo.  3.  c.  52.  are  extended 3  but  such 
commissioners  shall  not  be  members  of  parliament. 

By  45  Geo.  3.  c.  47.  commissioners  were  appointed  to  enquire 
into  the  public  expenditure,  and  the  conduct  of  the  military  depart- 
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TOcnts,  and  this,  by  48  Geo,  3.  c.  6\.  is  continued  till  the  end  of  the 
next  session. 

By  46  Geo.  3.  c.  80.  commissioners  were  appointed  to  examine 
accounts  of  public  expenditures  in  the  JFcst  Indies  (amended  by  4S 
Geo.  3.  c.  01.  and  the  same  powers  given,  as  are  granted  by  former 
acts,  to  commissioners  for  auditing  the  public  accounts). 

By  4/  Geo.  3.  c.  80.  commissioners  were  appointed  to  examine 
accounts  of  public  expenditure  in  the  barrack  office  {amended  by  48 
Geo.  3.  c.  89.  and  commissioners  invested  with  the  same  powers  as 
the  commissioners  for  auditing  public  accounts). 

By  46  Geo.  3.  c.  141.  the  comptrollers  of  army  accounts  shall  not 
be  auditors  of  public  accounts,    s.  1. 

His  majesty  may  appoint  ten  commissioners  for  auditing  the 
public  accounts,  s.  2.  with  a  salary  of  1500/.  per  annum  to  the  chair- 
man, and  1200/.  per  annum  to  the  others,  s.  3.  and  the  treasury  may 
allow  salaries  to  clerks  and  incidental  expences.     s.  4. 

Treasury  may  subdivide  commissioners  into  boards,  and  apportion 
their  business,     s.  5. 

No  vacancy  shall  be  filled  up,  without  act  of  parliament,  so  as  to 
keep  the  number  above  six  :  the  king  may  from  time  to  time,  on 
avoidance,  appoint  a  new  chairman  from  the  other  commissioners, 
and  when  parliament  shall  by  address  state  that  the  public  accounts 
are  sufficiently  forward,  the  commissioners  may  be  reduced  to  six.

The  majority  of  the  commissioners  of  any  board  to  be  a  quorum. 
s.  7. 

All  public  accountants  shall  transmit  yearly  accounts  to  commis- 
sioners within  three  months  after  Christmas :  but  such  yearly  ac- 
counts shall  not  preclude  other  accounts,  s.  8,  to  be  attested  on 
oath,    s,  g. 

Paymaster  of  the  forces,  the  treasurer  of  the  navy,  the  treasurer 
of  the  ordnance,  or  any  other  public  officer,  shall  transmit  accounts 
of  money  issued  to  others,  and  commissioners  may  charge  such  per- 
sons as  sub-accountants,  s.  10.  and  the  commissioners  may  allow  such 
money  in  the  accounts  of  principal  accountants.    *.  1 1 . 

No  accountant  shall  be  allowed  any  sum  paid  to  a  sub-accountant, 
unless  accounts  shall  be  transmitted  as  by  this  act  directed,     s.  12. 

Accountants  may  be  discharged,  on  payment  of  money  into  the 
exchequer,  or  into  the  bank.     s.  13.  '     • 

Sums  paid  by  order  of  persons  in  foreign  parts,  not  being  ac- 
countants, are  to  be  accounted  for  and  checked,  upon  order  of  the 
commissioners  for  that  purpose,     s.  14. 

Commissioners  may  allow  to  any  accountant  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ing 100/.  on  account,  prior  to  the  22d  July,  IS06,  and  30/.  subse- 
quent thereto,  on  oath,  without  vouchers,  s.  15.  and  commissioners 
may  allow  imperfect  vouchers  where  there  is  no  fraud ;  but  all  al- 
lowances without  vouchers,  or  on  imperfect  ones,  shall  be  specified 
to  the  treasury,    s.  lH, 

The  commissioners  are  empowered  to  call  upon  accountants  to 
produce  their  accounts :  if  aceounts  are  not  produced,  certificates 
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thereof  shall  be  presented  to  the  exchequer,  from  whence  process 
may  issue  to  compel  the  account,     s.  17. 

Comptrollers  of  army  accounts  may  examine  the  accounts  of  com- 
missaries, and  others  for  military  expenditures  (except  ordnanpe), 
and  the  exchequer  may  fine  persons  refusing  so  to  account,     s.  18. 

Persons  wasting  or  embezzling  the  public  stores  may  be  charged 
tlierewith,  and  an  account  thereof  transmitted  to  the  king's  remem' 
brancer,  to  be  put  in  charge.     «.  IQ. 

Commissioners  and  others,  having  accounted  to  the  comptrollers, 
•ire  not  liable  to  account  to  the  auditors,     s.  20.

And  by  18  Geo.  3.  c.  18.  Persons  forging  the  acceptance  of  a  bill 
of  exchange,  or  number,  or  principal  sum  in  any  accountable  receipt 
for  any  note,  bill,  or  other   security  for  money,  or  any  warrant, 
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or  order  for  payment  of  money  with  intent  to  defraud  any  corpora^ 
tion,  or  uttering  such,  shall  be  deemed  felons  without  benefit  of 
clergy. 

By  17  Geo.  3.  c.  30.  made  perpetual  by  37  Geo.  3.  c.  16.  all 
negotiable  notes,  bills  or  draughts  for  more  than  twenty  shillings 
and  less  than  5 1,  which  shall  be  issued  in  England,  after  January  1, 
1778,  and  the  indorsements  thereon  shall  specify  the  names  and 
abodes  of  the  persons  to  whom  payable  j  shall  be  dated  when  given  j 
and  be  made  payable  within  twenty-one  days.  The  signing  of 
every  such  note  and  indorsement  shall  be  attested  by  one  witness^ 
or  else  void. 

Persons  publishing  or  tiegotiating  any  such  notes  contrdfy  to  the 
method  prescribed  by  <his  act,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  not  more 
than  20L  nor  less  than  5/.     Ibid. 

By  37  Geo,  3.  c.  32.  the  acts  15  Geo.  3.  c.  51.  (repealed  by  48 
Gt'o.  3.  c.  88.  infra.)  and  1/  Geo.  3.  c.  30.  so  far  as  they  relate  to 
making  void  notes  under  51.  pat/ah/e  on  demand  to  hearer ,  are  sus- 
pleaded:  but  if  such  notes  are  not  paid  within  seven  days,  (3/  Geo,

By  39  &  40  Geo.  3.  c.  42.  where  bills  of  exchange  and  promissory 
notes  become  due  on  Good  Friday,  the  same  shall  be  payable  on  the 
day  before,  and  the  holders  thereof  may  protest  the  same  for  non- 
payment on  such  preceding  day. 

By  48  Geo.  3.  c.  88.  all  promissory  and  other  notes,  bills  of  ex- 
change, or  drafts  or  undertakings  in  writing,  for  money  or  goods  for 
less  than  20^.  in  the  whole,  shall  be  absolutely  void,  and  persona 
uttering  any  such  shall  forfeit,  not  exceeding  20/.  nor  less  than  5 1. 
baM"  to  the  informer  and  half  to  the  poor  ;  to  be  recovered  by  a  sum- 
mary conviction  before  one  justice,  and  on  which  parishioners  niay 
be  witnesses. 

By  9  &  10  Will.  3.  c.  32,  Persons  of  the  christian  religion  deny- 
ing the  Trinity,  or  authority  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  o» 
conviction,  are  disabled  to  hold  any  office,  and  for  a  second  offenot 
are  to  be  disabled  to  sue  or  defend  any  action,  or  be  guardian,  or  re^ 
presentative  of  any  person,  or  capable  of  any  legacy  or  gift,. and 
shall  be  imprisoned  three  years  without  bail.

University  printers  shall  deliver  one  copy  of  books  printed  therQ> 
to  the  king's  library,  and  to  t4ie  vice-chancellor  of  each  university, 
^nd  two  others  for  tlie  public  libraries  there,  on  pain  of  5/.  each  book.

By  8  Ann.  c.  19.  authors  of,  bqoks  and  their  assigns  shall  have  the 
sole  right  of  printing  them  for  fourteen  years  from  the  day  of  pub- 
lishing, and  others  printing  the  same  without  their  consent,  shall 
forfeit  the  books  and  one  penny  for  every  sheet. 

The  title  of  copies  shall  be  entered  before  publication,  in  the 
register-book  of  the  company  of  stationers,  for  inspection  :  the 
derk  of  the  company  shall  ^iye  a  certificate  thereof  for  sixpeace.

IC/.  authors  of  books  and  their  assigns, 
shall  have  the  sole  right  of  printing  them  for  14  years,  and  book- 
sellers in  any  part  of  t^ie  united  kingdom,  or  British  European  domi- 
nions, who  shall  print,  reprint,  or  import  any  such  books,  without 
the  consent  of  the  proprietor,  shall  be  liable  to  an  action  for  damages, 
and  shall  also  forfeit  the  books  to  the  proprietor,  and  3d.  per  sheet, 
half  to  the  king  and  half  to  the  informer  5  and  authors  shall  have  a 
second  14  years  term  if  living  at  the  end  of  the  first.    ^5.

Trinity  college,  Dublin,  shall  for  ever  have  the  sole  right  of  printing 
books  given  or  bequeathed  to  them,  unless  they  are  given  for  a  li- 
mited time  only,  and  persons  printing  such  books  are  liable  to  the 
same  penalty  as  in  the  last  clause  :  but  this  is  to  extend  only  to  books 
printed  at  the  college  press,  and  the  college  may  sell  their  copy- 
rights.    *.

double  the  value,  whicli  books  may  be  seized  by  officers  of  cnstorps 
or  excise,  and  made  waste  paper  of,  and  the  commissioners  may  re- 
ward them  with,  not  exceeding  their  value,  but  this  clause  is  no^  to 
extend  to  books  not  printed  in  the  united  kingdom,  for  20  years,  or 
books  reprinted  abroad  and  inserted  in  larger  works.  * 

By  19  Hen.'/,  c.6,  they  are  not  to  sell,  or  change  brass  or  pew- 
ter, but  in  open  fairs  or  markets,  or  their  own  houses,  on  pain  of 
10/.  arid  no  perjion  shall  cast  any  pewter  or  brass,  but  as  good  fine 
metal  as  witiiin  the  city  of  London,  and  by  the  statutes,  upori  pain 
of  forfeiting  it ;  and  using  false  weights'  shall  forfeit  20*.  searchers 
thereof  are  to  be  appointed  in  every  city  and  borough. 
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By  4  Tien,  8.  c.  7,  the  mayor  of  London,  and  the  master  and 
wardens  of  the  pewterers  company  there,  and  in  other  cities  and 
towns  the  mayor  and  other  chief  officers,  may  search  tin  or  pewter 
wares,  and  if  found  defective,  the  same  are  to  be  forfeited.

exceeding  5lb.  for  each  of  the  crew)  the  whole  goods  and  ships  shall 
be  forfeited,  .v.  1 ,  and  vessels  tnking  such  articles  on  board  on  the  high 
seas,  are  subject  to  the  like  forfeiture,     s.  2. 

-  No  foreign  spirits  shall  be  imported,  exported,  or  carried  coast - 
M-ays,  at  Gucniscj/,  Jasii/,  Jldernn/,  or  Sark,  in  ships  of  less  than 
a  hundred  tons,  and  casks  of  oo  gallons}  tobacco  in  like  ships,  and 
in  packages  of  450  lbs.  j  wine,  in  ships  of  not  less  than  60  tons,  and 
in  hogsheads,     s.  3. 

But  licensed  boats,  not  exceeding  ten  tons,  having  ten  gallons  of 
spirits  or  under,  in  casks  less  than  sixty  gallons,  or  tobacco,  snuff,  or 
tea,  not  exceeding  ^'^0  lbs.  each,  on  board  for  the  supply  of  the  Isle  of 
Aiark,  are  not  seizable.    .s.  5.

Powers  of  officers  of  customs  and  excise, "under  former  acts,  ex- 
tended to  vessels  and  goods  liable  to  forfeiture,  under  this  act  j  and 
persons  assaulting  or  resisting  officers  of  army  or  navy,  customs  or 
excise,  in  execuiion  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  felony,  and  tran- 
sported for  se\en  years,  and  shooting  at- any  ship  or  officer,  or  per- 
sons aiding  him,  felony  ti7Y//o//r  clergy,     s.    10,    II. 

Spirits  seized,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  king's  warehouse,  in  Lon- 
('on,  (;r  at  places  appointed  by  the  treasury,  in  Scotland  or  Irelandj, 
and  an  account  kept  of  quanti'iy  and  strength,     a.  13. 
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Tobacco  and  snufF,  shall  also  be  conveyed  to  London,  or  to'phces 
appointed  by  the  treasury,  in  Scotland  or  Ireland,     s.   14. 

The  treasury  may,  it  they  see  fit,  order  spirits  to  be  redistilled,  to 
bring  the  same  to  a  proper  strength,  and  may  order  spirits  either  be-

No  holidays   shall  be  observed,  except  Sundays,  Christmas-day,  ^ 
Good-friday,  Public  Fasts,  or  Thanksgivings,  the  Restoration  of  Car.2. 
and  the  Birth-day  of  the  King,  Queen,  and  Prince  of  Wales,     s.  6. 
This  act  is  not  to  alter  the  attendance  of  officers  at  the  West  India, 
London,  or  East  India  Docks,     s.  7. 

Officers  of  ihQ  cuiitoms  in  the  port  of  London,  sh:{]\  attend  from 
10  Nov.  tog  May,  inclusive  from  9  to  4,  and  from  10  May  to  9  Nov. 
from  8  to  4.     s.  8. 

And  the  commissioners  of  customs  may  enforce  the  attendance  of 
any  officers,  wdienever  the  public  service  shall  require.

And  offices  usually  exercised  by  deputies,  may  continue  to  be 
so.  s.

S'2.  to  such  of  the  outports  as  they 
think  lit.  5.  1,  and  nc  fee  or  gratuit3%  though  freely  offered,  shall  be 
taken  by  the  officers  or  persons  employed  in  the  svtr,  ice  of  the  cus- 
toms, in  any  such  port  in  Great  Britain^  on  pain  of  being  dismissed, 
and  rendered  incapable  of  acting  in  any  office  of  customs  or  excise, 
s.  2.  except  only  that  such  officers  may  receive  shares  of  seizures, 
or  allowances  from  the  crown,  s.

2  c,  6(?.  every  vessel  rigged  or  fitted  as  a  lug?- 
ger,  above  fifty  tons,  shall  be  forfeited.     .?.  I 

But  the  owners  of  such  vessels  so  rigged  and  fitted  on  13th  August, 
J  S07,  not  exceeding  fifty  tons,  are  to  take  out  a  licence  from  the  cus-* 
toms  within  two  months,     s.  2. 

Boats  constructed  to  row  with  more  than  six  oars,  found  within 
the  limits  of  any  port,  or  in  any  part  of  the  British  or  Irisit  channels, 
or  elsewhere,  within  a  hundred  leagues  of  any  part  of  the  coast, 
shall  be  forfeited.

Vessels  are  not  to  be  forfeited  for  passengers  only,  or  persons 
taken  on  board  from  distress,  to  be  proved  to  the  commissioners  j 
nor  are  revenue  vessels  or  letters  of  marque  or  any  fishing  vessels  for 
excess  of  number  of  men  to  be  forfeited,     s.  (j,  7 . 

Vessels  owned  in  whole^  or  in  part,   by  subjects,  and  manned  38 
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before,  found  within  the  limits  having  on  board  any  small  cordage 
for  slinging  small  casks,  or  any  more  ankers,  half  ankers,  or  other 
small  casks,  under  sixty  gallons,  or  any  tin,  or  other  cases,  or  blnd- 
ders,  of  less  content  than  sixty  gallons,  than  shall  be  really  necessary 
for  the  use  of  the  vessel,  or  any  materials  for  making  the  same,  or 
any  syphon,  tube,  hose,  or  implement  for  drawing  any  fluid  more 
than  is  necessary,  or  having  on  board  any  articles  adapted  for  the  re- 
packing of  tobacco,  shall  be  forfeited,     s.  S. 

And  if  any  ship,  vessel,  or  boat  shall  be  found  hovering  within 
four  or  eight  leagues  of  such  parts  of  the  coasts  of  Great  Britain  or 
Ireland^  as  are  in  former  acts  specified,  having  on  board,  or  having 
had  on  board,  such  articles  as  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  forfeited,  s.g. 

No  tobacco  or  snuff  shall  be  on  board  any  vessel  whatever  within 
the  said  limits,  separated  or  divided,  in  any  manner  within  the  pack- 
age, or  having  any  other  article  introduced  therein,  on  forfeiture  of 
the  vessel  and  goods,     s.  10. 

Vessels  clearing  out  from  Jersey^  Guernsey y  j^lderney,  and  Sark, 
shall  not  break  bulk  or  alter  their  cargo  during  the  voyage,  unless 
through  distress,  or  some  unavoidable  cause.

Commissioners  of  the  customs  and  excise  niay  reward  officers 
seizing  vessels,  or  boats  liable  to  be -broken  up,  and  not  used  in  his 
majesty's  service,  or  as  privateers,  with  certain  sums,  according  to 
their  tonnage,  viz.  for  vessels  or  boats  seized  and  condemned  ex- 
ceeding four  tons,  30^.  per  ton — not  exceeding  four  tons,  4'J*.  per 
ton — and  for  all  ships,  vessels,  and  boats,  liable  to  be  broken  up,  and 
at  the  time  of  seizure  light  or  in  ballast,  <i05  per  ton.     s.  18. 

The  rewards  to  the  officers  on  penal  prosecutions  in  the  name  of

1.  c.  25.  the  marriage  of  spiritual  persons  sh^U  be  adjudged  lawful, 
and  children  born  in  such  marriage,  shall  be  legitimate,  and  inherit- 
able. But  such  marriage  must  be  by  asking  in  church,  and  accord- 
ing to  the  ceremony  in  the  book  of  common  prayer.

Ale,  Beer,  Cyder,  Perry,  Metheglin,  Mead,  Sweets,  Verjuice,  Vine* 
gar.Y-'^y  6  Geo.  3.  r.  14.  23  Geo.  3.  c.  4.  and  the  last  annual  malt 
act  in  which  cyder  is  mentioned,  viz.  43  Geo.  3.  c.  3. 

Where  it  shall  appear  that  the  duties  have  before  been  duly  charg- 
ed, the  factor  and  retailer  are  not  to  be  charged  anew.     Ibid. 

Masters  of  vessels  carrying  cyder  or  perry  coastwise,  are  to  make 
report  thereof  to  the  proper  officer  of  excise,  within  three  days  after 
coming  into  port,  with  an  account  of  the  persons  and  places  from 
whence  sent,  and  where  and  to  whom  consigned}  on  pain  of  20/. 
for  every  such  neglect  or  refusal,  or  delivering  the  same  otherwise 
than  as  consigned j  and  perry  and  cyder,  shall  be  landed  within 
twenty-one  days  after  arrival  j  on  forfeiture  thereof.

Note — The  city  of  London  is  likewise  entitled  to  the  survey  of  the 
measures,  numbers,  and  weights,  of  all  merchandize,  of  aliens  or 
denizens,  coming  into  or  going  out  of  the  said  city,  as  well  by 
land  as  by  water  j  and  also  the  portage  and  carriage  of  all  goods 
of  denizens,  whose  fathers  are  aliens,  born  under  foreign  allegi-^ 
ance,  or  of  aliens  born  under  foreign  allegiance  in  parts  beyond 
the  seas,  carried  into  London  from  the  river  Thames,  to  the 
houses  or  warehouses  of  such  merchants,  and  thence  to  the  said 
river.

The  sheriffs  in  Ireland  shall  account  yearly  for  debts,  green  wax, 
&c.  Debtors  paying  their  debts  into  die  exchequer,  shall  be  dis- 
•harged.  The  justices  of  Ireland  shall  not  arrest  or  imprison  persons, 
without  due  presentments,  indictments,  or  the  like.  Ihe  justices  of 
Jrelandy  together  with  a  prelate,  and  a  neighbouring  earl,  and  the 
chancellor  and  treasurer,  and  other  justices  and  barons,  shall  yearly 
take  an  inquisition  of  the  doings  of  the  king's  officers.  They  shall 
take  an  inquisition  concerning  the  dissensions  between  the  king's 
subjects  in  Ireland  and  the  English,  and  punish  the  maintainers. 
And  the  farmers  of  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  market,  taking  rewards 
for  not  examining  the  measures,  shall  be  prosecuted.     Jbid. 

By  34  F.d.  3.  c,  17.  all  merchants  may  come  and  trade  in  Ireland 
without  ransom,  saving  the  king's  ancient  customs;  and  people  of 
England^  who  have  lands  there,  may  carry  their  corn,  beasts,  and 
victuals,  to  and  from  thence. 

By  1  Hen.  5.  c.  8.  those  who  have  benefices  or  offices  in  Ireland 
shall  dwell  thereupon. 

By  1  Hen.  6.  c.  3.  Irishmen  shall  not  be  principals  of  any  hall; 
and  they  shall  find  surety  for  their  good  behaviour;  and  by  2  Hen. 
6.  c.  8.  the  chancellors  in  the  universities,  and  mayors  in  towns, 
thall  take  such  sureties. 

By  3  Will.  &f  Mar.  c.  2.  bishops,  peers,  ecclesiastical  persons, 
heads  and  fellows  of  the  university,  barristers  at  law,  attornies,  doc- 
tors of  physic,  and  all  officers  in  the  government  in  Ireland,  in  the 
court  of  chancer)',  king's  bench,  or  quarter  sessions,  shall  take  the 
oaths  of  allegiance  and  supremacy,  on  pain  of  being  disabled,,  and 
forfeiting  500/.  And  any  person  above  the  age  of  eighteen,  not 
taking  the  oaths,  being  required  by  two  magistrates,  shall  be  im- 
prisoned for  three  months.     Also  1  Ann.  stat.  2.  c.  17. 

By  II  Witt.  3.  c.  2.  the  forfeited  estates  in  Ireland  shall  be  sold^ 
reserving  rents  for  the  support  of  the  government  there. 

By  1  Ann.  stat,  1.  c.  32.  persons  in  Ireland,  of  the  Popish  reli- 
gion, being  under  the  age  of  eighteen,  and  not  taking  the  oaths 
within  lix  months  after  attaining  that  age,  shall  be  incapable  of  in- 
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fieritlng  any  lands,  and  the  same  shall  go  to  the  next  of  kin  who  ig 
a  protectant. 

Papists  are  incapable  of  purchasing  any  of  the  forfeited  estates  in 
Ireland,  and  leases  thereof  shall  be  made  only  to  protestants,  except 
of  any  cottage  or  cabin  to  a  day  labourer,  under  the  yearly  value  of 
30*.  and  not  more  than  two  acres  of  land.     Ibid. 

By  4  Ann.  c.  7.  wool  may  be  exported  from  New  Ross  in  Irelani 
into  the  ports  of  Biddiford,  Barnstaple,  Minehead,  Bridi^twaier, 
Bristol,  Milfbrd  Haven,  Chester,  and  Liverpool. 

By  6  Geo.  1.  c.  21.  ships  of  fifty  tons,  hovering  on  the  coasts  of 
Ireland  within  two  leagues  of  shore,  officers  may  enter  such  ships  to 
take  an  account  of  their  lading,  and  take  security  of  the  masters  foe 
proceeding  regularly  on  their  voyage. 

-  Commissioners  of  excise  in  Ireland  may  determine  all  offences  re- 
lating to  unlawful  exportation  of  wool,  woolfells,  and  the  like;  but 
none  may  claim  property  in  any  such  seizure  in  Ireland,  until  tiiey 
have  given  security  for  the  penalties.     Ibid. 

By  12  Geo.  3.  c.  55.  goods  prohibited  to  be  imported  from  Ireland, 
shall  not  be  exported  from  thence  to  Great  Britain,  or  if  entered  for 
foreign  ports,  not  landed  in  Great  Britain,  on  forfeiture  of  the  draw- 
back, and  treble  the  value,  with  the  ship.  .

By  20  Geo.  ;3.  c.  (5.  so  much  of  any  British  acts  of  parliament  as 
prohibit  or  restrain  the  exportation  of  woollen  manufactures  from 
Ireland  to  foreign  parts,  are  repealed,  and  so  much  of  19  Geo.

c.  12.  as  extends  to  the  exportation  of  glass  of  any  kind  from  Ireland 
b  repealed. 

Any  goods  which  may  be  imported  from  British  America,  or 
settlements  in  Africa  to  Great  Britain,  may  be  imported  directly  to 
Ireland,  and  exported  from  thence  in  the  same  manner,  if  the  Irish 
parliament  impose  the  same  duties  as  paid  in  Gi  eat  Britain.  Ibid,

So  much  ©f  22  &  23  Car,  2.  c.  26.  as  requires  the  word  Ireland 
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to  be  omitted  in  bonds  for  unloading  plantation  goods  in  England  is 
repealed;  and  4  Geo.  3.  c.  15.  (see  Ptantatiofis)  shall  not  extend  to 
goods  imported  from  Ireland,  if  the  clearance  be  from  Great  Britain 
or  Ireland.

By  23  Geo.  3.  c.  28.  the  rights  claimed  by  the  people  of  Ireland, 
to  be  bound  by  Irish  acts  of  parliament,  and  have  all  actions  and 
suits  decided  there  without  appeal,  were  firmly  established  j  and  no 
writ  of  error  or  appeal  from  the  courts  in  Ireland,  shall  be  received 
by  any  court  in  Great  Britain. 

By  33  Geo.  3.  c.  4t).  forfeited  estates  in  Ireland  vested  in  his  ma- 
jesty, were  discharged  from  the  controul  of  the  parliament  of  Great 
Britain,  and  subjected  to  the  orders  of  the  parliament  of  Ireland. 

By  39  &  40  Geo.  3,  c.  (57.  it  is  declared  that  the  parliaments  of 
England  and  Ireland  have  agreed  upon  the  articles  following : 

I.  Th^ii  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  shall,  upon  June  1,  1801,  be 
united  into  one  kingdom,  and  that  the  titles  appertaining  to  the 
crown  shall  be  such  as  his  majesty  shall  be  pleased  to  appoint. 

II.  That  the  succession  to  the  crown  shall  continue  limited,  and 
■ettled  as  at  present. 

III.  That  the  united  kingdom  be  represented  in  one  parliament. 

IV.  That  four  lords  spiritual,  and  twenty-eight  lords  temporal^ 
and  100  commoners,  shall  sit  and  vote  on  the  part  of  Ireland  in  the 
parliament  of  the  united  kingdom. 

That  such  act  as  shall  be  passed  in  Ireland  to  regulate  the  mode 
of  summoning  and  returning  the  lords  and  commons  to  serve  in  the 
parliament  of  the  united  kingdom,  shall  be  considered  as  part  of  the 
treaty  of  union. 

That  all  questions  touching  the  rotation  or  election  of  lords  in 
Ireland  to  sit  in  the  united  parliament,  shall  be  decided  by  the  house 
of  lords  thereof,  and  in  case  of  equality  of  votes,  the  peer  whose 
name  is  first  drawn  from  a  glass  by  the  clerk  of  the  parliaments,  to 
■fee  deemed  elected. 

That  any  peer  of  Ireland  may  be  elected  to  serve  in  the  house  of 
commons  of  the  united  kingdom,  unless  previously  elected  to  sit  in 
the  house  of  lords;  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  ttie  privilege  of 
peerage. 
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His  majesty  may  create  peers,  and  make  promotions  in  the  peer- 
age of  Ireland  after  the  union. 

Peerage  in  abeyance  shall  be  deemed  existing  peerages,  and  no 
peerage  shall  be  deemed  extinct,  but  on  default  of  claim  for  a  year 
after  the  death  of  the  last  possessor:  if  a  claim  be  after  that  period 
made  and  allowed,  and  a  new  creation  shall  have  taken  place  in  the 
interval,  no  new  right  of  creation  shall  accrue  to  his  majesty  on  the 
next  extinction  of  a  peerage. 

Questions  touching  the  election  of  members  to  sit  in  the  house  of 
commons  of  the  united  kingdom,  on  the  part  of  Ireland,  shall  be 
decided  as  questions  touching  such  elections  in  Great  Britain, 

And  their  qualifications  in  respect  of  property  shall  be  the  same  as 
in  England, 

"When  his  majesty  shall  declare  his  pleasure  for  holding  a  parlia- 
ment of  the  united  kingdom,  a  proclamation  shall  issue  to  cause  the 
lords  and  commons  who  are  to  serve  on  the  part  of  Ireland  to  be  re- 
turned, as  shall  be  provided  by  any  act  of  the  present  session  in 
Ireland. 

The  lords  of  parliament  on  the  part  of  Ireland  shall  have  the  same 
privileges  as  the  lords  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain,  and  all  lords  spi- 
ritual of  Ireland  shall  have  rank  next  after  the  lords  of  the  same  rank 
of  Great  Britain-,  and  shall  enjoy  the  same  privileges  (except  those 
depending  upon  sitting  in  the  house  of  lords),  and  the  temporal 
peers  of  Ireland,  at  the  time  of  the  union,  shall  have  rank  next  after 
peers  of  the  like  rank  in  Great  Britain:  and  all  peerages  of  Inland 
and  of  the  united  kingdom,  created  after  the  union,  shall  have  rank 
according  to  the  creation,  and  all  peerages  of  Great  Britain  and  of 
Ireland  snail,  in  all  other  respects,  be  considered  as  peerages  of  the 
united  kingdom,  and  the  peers  of  Ireland  shall  enjoy  all  privileges, 
except  those  depending  upon  sitting  in  ihe  house  of  lords. 

V.  The  churches  of  England  and  Ireland  shall  be  united  into  one 
protestant  episcopal  church,  and  the  church  of  Scotland  shall  remain 
as  now  established. 

VI.  The  subjects  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  shall  be  on  the 
same  footing  in  respect  of  trade  and  navigation,  and  in  all  treaties 
with  foreign  powers,  the  subjects  of  l?'eland  shall  have  the  same  pri- 
vileges as  British  subjects. 

All  prohibitions  and  bounties  on  the  export  of  articles,  the  produce 
or  manufacture  of  either  country  to  the  other,  shall  cease. 

All  articles  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  either  country,  not 
hereinafter  enumerated  as  subject  to  specific  duties,  shall  be  imported 
into  each  country  from  the  other  duty  free,  other  than  the  counter- 
vailing duties  in  No.  I.  or  to  such  as  shall  be  imposed  by  the  united 
parliamenf ;  and  for  twenty  years  from  the  union  the  articles  in  No. 
II.  shall  be  subject  on  importation  into  each  county  to  the  duties 
therein:  and  old  and  new  drapery  shall  pay,  on  importation  into 
each  country,  the  duty  now  payable  on  importation  into  Ireland, 
salt,  hops,  and  coals,  on  importation  into  Ireland,  not  exceeding  the 
present  duties. 

Calicoes  and  muslins,  on  importation  into  either  country  shall  be 
subject  to  the  duties  now  payable  on  the  importation  thereof  from 
Great  Britain  mto  Ireland,  till  January  5,  1S08,  which  shall  be  then 
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annually  reduced,  ho  as  to  stand  at  10^.  per  cent,  from  January  5, 
1816,  until  January  5,  1821  j  cotton,  yarn,  and  twist,  shall,  on  im- 
portation into  either  country,  be  subject  to  the  duties  now  payable  oil 
importation  from  Great  Britain  into  Ireland,  until  January  5,  1808, 
and  shall  then  be  annually  reduced,  so  as  that  all  duties  shall  ceaso 
from  January  5,  18  J  6. 

Articles  of  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  either  country,  subject 
to  internal  duty,  or  to  duty  on  the  materials,  may  be  subjected,  on 
importation  into  such  country,  to  countervailing  duties,  and  upon 
their  export  a  drawback  of  the  duty  shall  be  allowed. 

Articles,  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  either  country,  when  ex- 
ported through  the  other,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  charges  as  if 
exported  directly  from  the  country,  of  which  they  were  the  produce, 
or  manufacture. 

Duty  on  the  import  of  foreign  or  colonial  goods  into  either  coun- 
try shall  be  drawn  back,  or  if  any  be  retained,  shall  be  credited  to 
the  country  to  which  exported,  so  long  as  the  expenditure  of  th» 
united  kingdom  shall  be  defrayed,  by  proportional  contributions:  but 
the  act  shall  not  take  away  any  duty,  bounty,  or  provision  with  re- 
spect to  corn,  or  the  like,  which  may  be  regulated  as  the  united  par- 
liament shall  deem  expedient.

nufactured leather;  Silk  manufacture;  Stockings,  lOLper  centum  on. 
the  true  value. 

VII.  The  interest  and  the  sinking  fund  for  reduction  of  the  debt 
of  either  kingdom  shall  continue  to  be  defrayed  separately. 

The  expenditure  of  the  united  kingdom  shall  be  defrayed  and  pro- 
vided for  as  herein  specified. 

VIII.  All  laws  in  force  at  the  union,  and  all  courts  of  jurisdiction

Tlie  Justices  shall  also  transmit  accounts  of  such  fines  and  forfei- 
tures to  the  clerk  of  the  peace,  that  the  sheriff  may  be  charged  there- 
with,   s.  2. 

Where  two  justices  shall  impose  fines,  an  account  shall  be  kept, 
and  payment  made  by  the  resident  justice,     s.  3. 

Constables,  on  receiving  accounts  of  such  fines  from  clerks  of  the 
peace,  shall  give  notice  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,     s.  4. 

This  act  is  not  to  prevent  officers  of  the  crown  from  allowing  fines 
as  heretofore,     s.  5. 

Nor  to  prevent  the  payment  of  fines  in  any  of  the  seven  public  of- 
fices ftablished  in  Middlesex,     s.  6. 

By  43  Geo.  3.  141.  in  actions  against  justices  for  any  conviction  or 
levying  any  penally,  the  plaintiff',  besides  any  penalty  levied,  shall 
recover  only  twopence  damages,  unless  malice  and  want  of  probable 
cause  be  expressly  alledged  ;  nor  shall  the  penalty  be  recovered  if 
the  plaintiff'  be  proved  to  have  been  guilty  of  the  offence,
